Therefore you should hold your) 
land sale on the first Monday in January, which hap- 
pens to be on Monday, January first. I have previous-| 
ly requested an opinion from the attorney general as to! 
whether it would be proper for a land sale to be held| 
on January 1, 1934, in view of the fact that this day is 
a public holiday, and he advised me that the fact that 
it is a holiday does not affect the statutes at all and the, 
land sale should be held by you on Monday, January 
1, 1934, for such of the land taxes as have not been | 
paid for the tax year 1982, with the exception, of!

claims for benefit pay- Va 


ments, all those who expect 
to sign contracts are urged 
by administrative officials 
to look up or obtain sales 
receipts covering the num- 
ber of hogs sold, date of 
sale, estimated average 
weight, and name of buyer. 
Signers also will be asked 
how many feeder pigs they 
bought and sold during 
these two years, and must 
certify to the number of 
home farrowed pigs, and 
also feeder pigs bought and 
on hand December 1, 1933 

Any supporting evidence 
is desirable: weight tickets, 
signed statements of per- 
sons or agencies buying, 
selling or consigning hogs, 
and farm account records. 
Though this appears to be 
quite a job, county agents 
believe that most farmers 
can get this information 
with little effort. Correct

28 LYNCHING 
IN YEAR 133 


I find according to the 
records complied in the 
Department of records and 
Research of the Tuskegee 
Institute that there were 
28 persona lynched in 1933. 
This is 20 more than the 
number 8 for 1932; 15 
more than the number 13 
for 1931; and 7 more than 
the number 21 for 1930.

One careless pat- 
ient often gives it to the 
children and young people 
who live in the same home, 
or to a leas extent to those 
with whom.they. associate 
outside the home. These 
people may break down 
with the disease long after 
being in contact with the 
patient.

Melvin A. Traylor Would 
Make Modern Farm More 
Self-Contained 


Speaks From Own Experience 


Speaking before the International 
Chamber of Commerce at Washing- 
ton, Melvin A. Traylor, President of 
the First National Bank of €hicago, 
said in part: 

Like all of us, in every line of 
activity, the farmer was deceived 
by high values 
in the time of 
his prosperity. 
| In m well-inten- 
tioned, but what 
now seems at 
jeast an unforto- 
mate venture, 
the Government 
provided abun- 
dant credit fs 
cilities for the 
farmer's use. 
= These facilities 
were supple 
mented by other 
farge and lberal iending agencies 
which, likewise, were misled by 
land values. The result was that 
Millions of farmers assumed obli- 
gations out of all proportion to any 
possible normal farm income. 

All of us interested in farm ac- 

tivity and farm finance must assume 
our share of responsibility for this 
situation. We are learning our les 
son and will have to take our medi- 
cine with the farmer himself. For 
this mistake, time and herd work 
seem to be the only remedy.

There is no romance about farm- 
ing.

The 
great majority of these applications 
proved om ezamination to be for 
funds for capital purpos@® which are 
properly supplied as an investment 
im the business, or else were mort- 
gage loans or others unclassifiable 
as commercial. 


Only Fourteen Qualify 

Only 260, or less than 20 per cent, 
were of the type which merited de 
tatled investigation. The amount tn- 
volved was $9,525,000. After further 
study of these, the Federal Reserve 
Bank was forced to turn dowa the 
applications of 236, finally offering 
credit im the sum of $1,417,000 te 
14 prospective borrowers. Of this 
smount, only $806,000 was actually 
loaned, more than one-half of which 
was still outstanding many months 
later. Two of the borrowers went 
into receivership. 

“Since it was the special endeavor 
of the Federal Reserve Bank to 
make every possible loan under the 
emergency provisions of the amend- 
ment, and since their best efforts re 
sulted in the extensioz of so small a 
sum as to have no effect on the total 
volume of commercial loans, it is a 
reasonable assumption that eligible 
borrowers entitled to bank credit 
are being provided for by the com 
mercial banks,” says the Americas 
Bankers Association Journal. 

It fe characteristic, as shown by 
studies of past business cycles, for 
changes in the volume of commer- 
¢igl bank credit to follow behind 
either contraction or expansion of 
business activity, says « financial 
writer in the New Yors Times. This 
was manifest recently in England's 
Tecent recovery where there was & 
lag between increased business and 
increased commercia! loans.

For Typhoid Fever 


who are most likely to; 
drink impure water or 
milk, to eat contaminated 
foods, or to have their food 
exposed to flies which may 
transmit typhoid germs. 
In order to ‘avoid these 
dangers, health authorities 
urge all those who are plan- 
ning a ttip for this summer 
to go to their family physi- 
cians now fow for typhoid 
vaccination. 

Typhoid fever isa 
disease, the germs passing 
off in the discharges of in- 
jfected persons. A person 
|showing no symptom of| 
the disease may, however, | 
carry the germs and be a 
constant source of danger 
to others. Such a person 
is called a ‘“‘carrier.” Un- 
less great care is taken to 
disinfect all discharges, the 
gerfhs spread into the soil, 
jsupply. Milk and other 
foods may become contami- 
nated by careless persona! 
habits of persons handling 
them. 

An active program for 
the prevention of typhoid 
|fever is continually carried 
jon by State and local 
health departments. Some

years 1931-22-33, Jesse H. Jones, 
Chairman of the Reconstruction | 
Finance Corporation, declared in s 
recent address. 

“A point generally overlooked in 
connection with bank failures in 
this period, {s that upon the whole, 
depositors in closed banks will get 
&® somewbat larger percentage than 
has been true in bank fallures over 
& period of say twenty-five years,” 
Mr. Jones said. “Heretofore they 
will have gotten about 58%, but in 
these wholesale bank closings, my 
estimate is that they will average 
about 65% of their deposits. 

“another point worthy of men- 
ton is that « depositor in a closed 
bank loses cnly a part of his de) 
posit, while the bank stockholder 
loses all, plus a stock assessment. 

“No form of investment, except 
Government bonds, has suffered as 
Uttle foes as deposits in closed 
banks, and while I appreciate that 
there is little consolation im this 
fact, those who had their savings 
investeé in stocks, bonds, mort- 
sages, real estate, industrial invest 
ments, or in businesses of any kind,

Loyd B. Wilson 
In Service 35 Years 


Lloyd B. Wilson, presi- 
dent of the Chesapeake} 
and Potomac Telephone 
Companies operating in 
Virginia, West Virginia, 
Maryland and the District 
of Columbia, has just com- 
pleted thirty-five years of 
service with the Bell Sys- 
tem. Prior to his election 
as president, he was com-

Mr. Wilsén entered the 
telephone service in his 
high school days when he 
was engaged as night oper- 
ator at Plattsmouth, 
Nebraska.

House Up To Date 


When September dust is 
injthe air, myriads of 
children’s feet turn toward 
the modern school buildings 
today. Family life revol- 
ves around the school day. 

And what of the rest of 
tbe population? Do not 
we older ones regard with 
slight envy the children 
marching to school? Do 
not many of us wish for a 
return of the days in the 
little red school house? 

The school system of to- 
day is a far more extensive 
one than that of our child- 
hood. Grown-ups living in 
college communities today

Telephone facilities in 
the national and state for- 
ests have been materially 
increased by the construct- 
ion of 20,000 miles of new 
telephone lines by the}. 
Citizens Conservation 
Corps workers, There are 













telephone lines serving 
several thousand instru- 










portable telephones for the 
use of field men in these 


that they have been en- 
gaged have advanced this 
conservation work fully the 
life of one generation. 

Following the establish- 
ment of the CCC camps, a 
purchase of 7,000 miles of 
wire and 150,000 split tree 
insulators and brackets 
was made to give the 
young enrollees, who has 
been trained by forest ser- 
vice officers, the work of 
stringing wires to poles 
and trees, penetrating sec- 
tions of the natural and 
state forests which had 
previously been without 
telephone service. 

The method of stringing 
telephone lines for this ser- 
vice is unique. Split tree 
insulators are suspended 
from trees by short wires. 
To these are attached the 
telephone lines which are 
stretched in a zigzag way 
throughout the forests, en- 
abling the wires to be 
operated without the 
necessity of erecting many 
poles and without nailing 
insu'ators directly to trees. 

Telephone service in the 
forests not only aids in the 
maintenance of the forests, 
but is of vital importance 
in time of emergency, in+ 
cluding fires, Lumbermen, 
farmers, trappers and visi- 
tors also utilize the tele- 
phone for contact with the 
outside world. Telephone 
lines in the forests are 
frequently used for emer= 
gency calls. In fire pro- 
tecting work, telephone 
service is practically indis- 
pensable to the rangers 
and their assistants, who 
are in charge of this acti- 
vity. 

Supplementing telephone 
communication is the radio 
telephone, which aids in

Combs, State Comptroller, 
in which are shown reven- 
ues and expenditures for 
the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1934, and the condi- 
tion of the treasury as to 
that date. While many 
of the states are burdened 
with accumulated deficits 
running into many millions 
of dollars, Virginia closed 
ber last fiscal year with a 
deficit of only $235 258 00, 
the revenues and expend - 
tures of all general and 
special funds being con- 
sidered together. 

Total revenues received 
inte the treasury during 
the year amounted to 
$42,899,766.00. Total ex- 
penditures made for all 
purposes amounted to $44,- 
987,272 00. The excess of 
expenditures over current 
revenue collections is $2,- 
087,505.00. This excess 
absorbed entirely the sur- 
plus of $1,852,247.00 with 
which the fiscal year was 
begun July 1, 1933 and 


the deficit of 
$235,258.00. 

Revenues received from 
direct taxtation amounted 
to $22,352 346.00, or 52.10 
per cent of the total from 
all-sources. The tax on 
motor vehicle fuel produc- 
ed $11,759,740.00 or 27.41 


$4,942,776.00 or 11.52 per 
cent of the total. These 
two sources of revenue 
produced approximately 39 
per cent of all revenue re- 
ceived by the State. Add 
to this the road funds re- 
ceived from the Federal 
government amounting to 
$4,434,867 00 (10.38 per 
cent of total) we find that 
approximately 49 per cent 
of all revenues received 
during the last fiscal year 
was for road construction 
and maintenance. The 
amount received from the 
Federal government is 
larger than usual due to 
thefact that the sum of 
$1,500,000 00 was received 
during the latter part of 
Year as an advance on the 
Federal appropriation to 
this State for roads.

An effective way to 
quench’a fire on a person’s 
clothing is to take a blanket 
or any woolen cloth and 
wrap it tightly around the 
body and roll him on the 
ground. 

The first application toa 
burn should be sweet oil or 
olive oil and dust with flour 
or baking soda over the 
burned parts to exclude the 
air. If oil is not available, 
cover the wound immedi-

Ewing—Tuesday morn- 
ing October 2, the agricul- 
tural class of Ewing went 
to the farm of Cleveland 
Dean to vaccinate some 
cattle for Blackleg. Be- 
fore taking the trip the 
class had studied this dis- 
ease of cattle. The boys 
had an excellent oppor- 
tunity to carry out the job 
which they had studied in 
the school room.

When the return of confidence is 
further on its way, business men 
will find need for credit in making 
their plans. Then good borrowers, 
who for the most part have been so 
conspicuously absent from the mar 
ket, will return. They will be warm- 
ly welcomed by the banks. 


Business Men's Fears 

Business men have not yet laid 
all their fears. They worry about 
what Congress may or may not do. 
They concern themselves about a 
trend toward control * business by 
government. They fear taxes beyond 
their power to pay. These are real 
sources of worry and when they are 
reassured along these lines they 
will be more inclined to take « fresh 
look at the future and to make plans 
to go forward. 

As a matter of fact there are tan- 
gible evidences of recovery. The 
Federal Reserve Board officially 
bas stated that prices, wages, busi- 
ness activity and production were 
back to the highest peak since early 
in 1931. Commercial faflures in the 
United States are being cut almost 
im half as compars¢ with the same 
period last year. It has been re- 
Dorted that the decitne in export 
and import trade was definitely 
checked in the middle of 1933 ané 
replaced during the last balf of the 
year by a substantial recovery 
movement. 

Among favorable factors is the 
improved condition of the banks. It 
is doubtiess true that the banking 
structure of the country had never 
Been in & sounder, stronger and 
more liquid conditior than ft is to 
day. My authority for that state 
ment is the Comptrolier of the Cur 
rency. No longer is their any fear or 
thought of bank runs. Depositors 
once more know that their money is 
safe and the banker, thrice armed 
im the knowledge of bis own 
atrength, is looking forward. 


Training for Bankers 

The American Bankers Associa 
tion has been active for many years 
training young men and women tp 
order that they may be duly qual! 
fied for the business of banking. 
Standard courses are furnished 
with able and experiences teachers 
‘This work ts done under the direc- 
tlon of the American Institute of 
Banking Section of the association. 
‘Over two hundred chapters, or local 
banking schools, are in active oper- 
ation throughout the country and 
thousands of the younger geners- 
tion of bankers are being grrduated 
each year. These students are 
taught not only banking practices 
and policies, but they re also wall 
grounded fn the highest (deals and 
standards of business ethics. A pro 
posal is now under consideration to 
‘establish @ central school, which 
will offer advanced or graduate 
work to @ selective list taken from 
those who have completed the 
standard courses.—F. M. Law, Pres- 
ident American Bankers Associa 
tion.

And, as the land of 
plenty continued to yield 
to the touch, the population 
grew and soon a powerful 
nation, well populated 
from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, from Canada to 
the Gulf, grew up. 

America literally sprung 
from the soil and today it 
is faced with the realization 
that the soil can pay no 
more, unless it is replenish- 
ed. ‘The soil is weary after 
years of feeding millions 
without returns. Mother 
Nature, to, has begun to 
realize that “these Ameri- 
cans” are ungrateful. 

Although the deposits of 
iron, silyer, gold, oil, ete., 
remain plentifu', it is fast 
becoming evident that 
America is going to suffer 
for its extravagance, 

Recent droughts over the 
middie west have been 
blamed primarily on the 
destruction of the vast for- 
ests. Floods in the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri rivers 
valley areas have also been 
charged to the destruction 
of soil and forests, Other 
regions, too, are experienc- 
ing terrific losses through 
soil erosion. 

There are not new dis- 
coveries. The Soil Erosion 
Service of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior, is 
correcting that structure 
which man has damaged. 
Civilian Conservation 
Corps camps, soil erosion 
projects, flood control and 
reforestation movements 
have ever been upper-most 
in the program. The 
decision to plant a tree belt 
in the middle west, 100 
miles wide and 1,000 miles 
long is the result of 
droughts and soil erosion.

Therefore it be 
hooves the banker to bend every 
effort to create a better public un- 
derstanding of sound banking and 
thereby, bring about that united 
effort and cooperative spirit which 
will hasten the day of national re 
covery and restore to the banker the 
confidence of the public to which be 
is entitled. 

As an approach to the realization 
of this ideal, bankers should care 
fully scrutinize every application 
for a loan to see if it is bankable 
and, if it is not in bankabi- form, 
then make further examination to 
see if the loan can be made so, in 
order to stimulate use of credit. 


Explaining Loan Factors to Customers 
We must not expect our customers 
to be bankers and understand all 
the factors which we must consider 
before granting « loan. If we find 
that 2 loan is not, and cannot be 
made, bankable, then I think we 
should take pains to explain the rea- 
sons why it cannot be granted. 

There are other measures which 
I think it important for the banker 
to undertake in order to eliminate 
the misunderstandings which have 
arisen and overcome the sentiment 
which exists. Und.r present condi 
uons we have to operate under 
many laws and regulations, and 
also watch what further legislation 
is being proposed which affects our 
methods of operation and may not 
be im the best interest of the com- 
munities we serve. Nowadays it 
seems at times we must sit with a 
law book in one hand and a book 
of regulations in the other in order 
to make certain we are discharging 
our daily duties and functioning 
strictiy in accordance with the law. 
All of this is very trying, yet I 
think in the end we shall become 
better bankers. 

I believe it Is the duty of every 
banker today to endeavor to under- 
stand the public he serves. in ad 
dition to his daily duties, trying as 
they are, be should participate in 
the activities of his community, so 
that, with the fund of information 
available to him, he may be as help 
ful as possible.

The teachers employed 
in this program are teachers 
who are now unemployed 





and who have been certi- 
fied by their local relief 
administrator as in finan- 
cial need. The classes are 
conducted (except in the 
case of nursery schools) for 
adults sixteen years of age 
and over who are not en- 
rolled in schools, particu- 
larly for those of this group 
who are unemployed. 

This year’s program 
does not permit any aid to 
the regular school program. 

The nursery schools are 
neither Kindergartens nor 
day nurseries. They are 
designed for children two 
to four years of age, and 
through these schools it is 
hoped not only to give 
valuable free school train- 
ine to the children, but to 
aid the parents in an under- 
standing of the care and 
training of the pre-school 
child. 

The division superintend- 
ents of schools are the offi- 
cers charged with the im- 
mediate responsibility of 
organizing adult classes 
and of assigning properly 
qualified, unemployed 
teachers to these classes. 

A teacher, in attempting 
to seeure a position, should 
apply to the division super- 
intendent on forms which 
will be supplied by him 
The division superintend- 
ent will then send the ap- 
plication to the local relief 
administrator for certifi- 
cation in regard to the 
financial need of the appli- 
cant. If a suitable class is

Direct Loans 
Made to Farmers 


More than 1,057,000 
direct loans were made to 
farmers under the agri- 
cultural credit recovery 
































to September 1, 1984, says 


Governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration. 

In addition to the new 
extensions of credit, ap- 
proximately 400,000 Feder- 
al land bank borrowers 
who had loans outstanding 
when the Farm Credit 
Administration was organ- 
ized, have obtained direct 
benefits through reductions 
of interest rates and post- 
ponement of principal pay- 
ments for the next few 
years as provided und 
the farm credit retovery 
program. 

The direct loans, nearly 
all of which were made to 
individual farmers, include 
the long-term Federal land 
bank loans made only on 
first mortgage security and 
the first mortgage loans of 
the Land Bank Commis- 
rioner. The Commissioner 
also loans on second mort- 
gage security up to 75 per- 
cent of the appraised nor- 
mal value of farm property, 
including all prior indebted- 
ness not secured by other 
assets; but only a relatively 
small percentage of the 
second mortgage loans are 
included in the count, 
since a large number of 
them were made to supple- 
ment land bank loans.

trol of materials or proces- 
ses, there are at the other 
extreme concerns which 
carry on scientific and 
engineering research of a 
high order. The commer- 
cial organization has, by 
its very nature, a point of 
view which is likely to be 
restricted. 

In the narrow sense such 
an organization is responsi- 
ble to its stockbo'ders fora 
profit, and this leads to a 
restriction of its research 
to the immediately profit- 
able projects. In a larger 
sense, the commercial con- 
cern is responsible to its 
employees for security 
against the fluctuatians of 
employment consequent 
upon shortsightedness, and 
it is responsible to the pub- 
jlie for the best possible 
ultimate development of 
the products or services it 


‘We are particularly inter- 
ested in simplifying ad- 
ministrative procedure in 
order to eliminate unnecces- 
sary delays and to plug up 
holes that developed in 
working out the operations 
of the 1934 program.” 

The continuation of corn- 
hog adjustment is aimed at 
preventing an excessive in- 
crease in corn acreage and 
hog numbers over the next 
year or two.

the Act. It is perfectly 
apparent, I submit, that a/

S. J. Shelburne 
Named Chairman 





S. J. Shelburne has been 
named chairman of the 
Pennington zone to super- 
vise the work done in this 
section in the effort to 
meet the $60,000 objective 
of the Lynchburg College 
Twenty-Year Plan. The 
announcement was made 
Sunday, November 4, 
when approximately 100 
leaders of the Movement 
met at the college to work 
out the details of the pro- 
gram. 

The meeting opened at 
11 o’clock with a religious 
service in the college chap- 
el. A. G. Bishop, of 
Washington, D. C., general 
chairman, presided at the 
morning meeting. In ac- 
cepting the position Mr. 
Bishop stated that he was 
definitely committed to 
the fine piece of work 
which Lynchburg College 
is doing and the important 
place it holds in the area 
which it embraces. 

T. G. Hobbs, chairman 
of the Board of Trustees 
and chairman of the exe- 
cutive committee, read a 
statement by Dean M. E. 
Sadler regarding the type 
of acidemic work done by 
the college. In regard to 
Preparation, 
wholesome attitude toward 
work, teaching skill, and 
comprehensive view of life, 
Dean Sadler offered the 
statement that the Lynch- 
burg College faculty is un- 
surpassed. | 

Dr. R, B. Montgomery, 
Associate president, spoke 
briefly on the aims and 
Purpose of the plaa. 
“Three things characterize 
our work here,” he stated. 

“They are vision, faith, 
and consecration.” | 

The general aims of the, 
program as he outlined 
them are to clear the col- 
lege of all indebtedness, to 
increase the enrollment to 
500 students, to increase| 
the facilities to meet the 
needs of this number of 
students, and to raise the 
endowment to $1,000,000. 


The last speech of the! 


morning was given by 
President, J. T. Hundley 
in which he lauded the 
work done by Dr. Josephus 
Hopwod and other found- 
ers of the college 31 years 
ago, and challenged church 
leaders 
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ed these men to make 
such great sacrifices. 

Dr. Hundley cited sever- 
jal signigcant figures to 
show the great contribu- 
tions which the college has 
made. 104 churches in 
the area of Maryland, 
Delaware, District of 
Columbia, and Virginia 
are led by products of the 
college. It has sent mis- 
sionaries to China, India, 
) Africa, and South America. 
Its graduates are to be 
found in thirty-eight states 
as well as several foreign 
countries. Twenty years 
ago the institution was 
only a junior col'ege, 
graduating an average 
class of seven. Now it is 
a senior college; a member 
of the Southern Association 
of Colleges, and graduates 
an average of 40 students 
each year. 

In closing he stated: 
“The ehurch cannot rise 
higher than its educational 
Program, so I challenge 
you to be your best and do 
your best to make Christ- 
ian education the hope of 
the world.”

‘For The Control 
Of Gullies 


Use a crop rotation 
which includes a sod crop 
and which calls for a limit- 
ed amouat of cultivation. 

Keep the soil covered 
with a sod crop, preferably 
a legume, as much of the 
time as possible. Use 
Herds Grass or Red Top 
in a Tobacco Rotation. 

Incorporate organic mat- 
ter into the soil and there- 
by increase the water-hold- 
ing capacity, lessen the 
Tun-off and decrease very 
greatly the subsequent 
erosion. 

Do not attempt to keep 


vation but utilize them for 
pasture and timber. 

Use straw and brush to 
check the erosion of small 
gullies and where a per- 
manent structure is not de- 
sired. A masonry dam re. 
mains in the way after 
work is completed. 

Plow in and seed gullies 
where the sodded areas will 
not interfere too greatly 
with farming operations. 
In relatively large gullies 
in fields plant kudzu, 
honeysuckle, Amoor River 
privet, perennial lespedesas 
or any native close growing 
shrub or vine. The use of 
these low growing plants 
effectually binds the soil in 
place and furnishes food 
and shelter for upland 
game. By using low grow- 
ing plants in the place of 
trees the adjoining culti- 
vated land is not shaded or 
in any way reduced in pro- 
ductiveness, 

Place blue grass or other 
sod barriers in small washes 
in wheat fields, meadows, 
and pastures. 

Use woven wire dams in 
broad shallow gullies. 


|Concrete triangular-notch 


dams can be used where a 


| permanent structure is de- 


sired. 

Erect earth soil-saving 
dams with undershot tube, 
or conerete rectangular- 
notch dams in the deep 
gullies which drain large 
areas. 

Secure permission from 
the road commissioner, if 
necessary, to use vertical 
inlet culverts wherever 
possible. 

Plant locust trees where 
gullies are very deep and 
where they are rapidly 
working their way up the 
slopes. The trees will es- 
tablish themselves quiekly 
and thereby check the 
further destruction of valu- 


able land. 
Mechadieal means of 
control will be effective 


only if carefully watched

THE GREAT 
COPPER BASIN 


One of the most unique 
sections of our country, ac- 
cording toa writer in the 
L&N Employee’s Maga- 
zine for November, is the 
1@0 square-mile area in 
Polk County, Tean, known 
as “The Great Copper 
Basin.” Surrounded by 
verdant mountains, the 
Basin is a mass of low 
criss-cross hills barren of 
vegetation. the writer says: 
“Yet under these apparent- 
ly worthless hills,’ he 
states, are veins of copper- 
bearing ore, the extent of 
which is stili an unknown 
quantity. 

In explaining its bar- 
renness the writer states 





that once the Basin was| 


rich in vegetation but was 
deeuded by early - day 
methods of treating the 
ore. It was the practice 
for many years to cut 
down large trees to supply 
cordwood for roasting the 


ore on top of the ground.) 


As the result of this method 
the Basin was bathed con- 
tinually in a heavy, sul- 
phurous cloud of smoke 
that destroyed the remain- 
ing vegetation. Soil eros- 
ion naturally followed, and 
after half a century vege- 
tation has been unable to 
gain any appreciable foot- 
hold in the Basin, although 
modern methods of ore 
treatment have eliminated 
the destructive smoke.

After three decades of 
swashbuck!ing this side of 
the Atlantic, contemporary 
poetry seems once more to 
be turning to England for 
materia's with which to re- 
pair its disheveled van- 
guard. The American 
muse, splitting itself three 
ways, has reached an im- 
passe it will be long in 
bridging. The picture is 
not an encouraging one at 
present: the old guard 
leans upon its laurels re 
signedly and is no longer 
productive; the poets of 
the Lost Generation are 
caught in a maelstrom of 
colliding sociological forces 
for which they have no 
artistic solution; and the 
younger poets, turning 
their backs flatly upon the 
whule disheartening scene, 
have taken to singing the 
pioneer fable in tunefully 
unexpressive voices like 
choir-boys. 

In England, we learn, 
they order these things 
differently. These two 


are the prophetic books 
from which the newer 
social vision is to be realiz- 
ed. We have heard much 
of these young men within 
the Jast twelve months. 
The name of the one has 
on every occasion been 
complemented by the name 
of the other, in a Siamese 
relationship now given its 
official cement by the 
House of Random. Yet, 
the American reader will 
find it ‘somewhat more 
difficult to accept at its 
face value the bias which 
has these two poets to- 
gether. 

It is to be supposed that 
the part of Spender in the 
double-barreled venture is 
to provide a lyricai foil for 
the excesses of Auden, 
whose work is divisible by 
one-half into prose, by a 
fourth into blank verse, 
anda fourth into moder- 
ately well-behaved verse 
patterns. Yet Spender, 
despite his obvious lyric 
superiority, by no means 
occupies the most favored 
of the two positions. 
Against the driving, eatiri- 
eal outline of Auden’s best 
work, his poetry clouds in- 
tosomething highly studied 
and sha@owy, but notably 
lacking in vital force, some- 
thing born out of stag- 
nancy, fever, and decay.
